Is gambling going on in South San 
Francisco? If it is, the Chamber of 
Commerce wants to know why it is 
allowed.

cedure is used. Make sure the water 
is boiling before starting to count 
time. When boiled, tighten the covers 
and cool. 

If the intermittent boiling pro¬ 
cedure is used, boil for 1 hour on 
three successive days. Before each 
boiling loosen the covers. Tighten 
covers after each boiling. When the 
processing is finished, lift the jars 
from the canner. Cool in a spot free 
from drafts; test, and store. In event 
of leakage when jar is tested, remove 
rubber, put on new, wet, boiled one, 
and process 15 minutes more. 

Vinegar Aids in Preventing Spoilage 

During the past year the Home Eco¬ 
nomics Experimental Kitchen of the 
United States Department of Agricul¬ 
ture has been experimenting with the 
addition of a small amount of acid— 
vinegar—to nonacid vegetables being 
canned. This work is being continued, 
and the results thus far Indicate that 
1 to 4 tablespoons of vinegar added 
to a quart jar help greatly in reducing 
the amount of spoilage. When the 
vinegar is added, the time of process¬ 
ing can be reduced. For instance, it 
is found that corn, which ordinarily 
is difficult to can successfully, keeps 
well when 4 tablespoonfuls of vinegar 
are added to a quart jar processed 3 
hours continuously. String beans, old 
peas, and spinach are other vegetables 
successfully canned by this method. 

The addition of vinegar to canned 
vegetables in the amounts mentioned 
modifies to some degree the natural 
flavor of the vegetable, but the result 
is not objectionable to most people 
and in many instances is not noticed 


appearance. 

Fill Jars With Hot Brine 

Place the beans in a wire sieve or 
in cheesecloth and blanch (scald) in 
hot water or live steam for from three 
to five minutes, or until the pod will 
bend without breaking. On removal, 
drain well and pack into hot jars 
which have been boiled for fifteen 
minutes. On the jars place rubbers 
which have been boiled in a solution 
of 1 tablespoon of soda to 1 quart of 
water. 


control. Every case of the ^isease 
should be promptly isolated. Chil¬ 
dren should be guarded against 
whooping cough as zealously as 
against diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
smallpox or any other communicable 
disease. It is much more dangerous 
than any one of them. 

Saving Persons From Drowning 
During the vacation period a large 
number of deaths from drowning oc¬ 
cur in California. Many of these 
deaths might be prevented if rescuers 
knew and practiced the simple rules 
for producing artificial breathing. 

Amusement and Recreation 
The present mania for moving pic¬ 
tures, prize-fights, and football 
games shows the tendency of modern 
life to seek for passive amusement 
rather than active recreation, but for 
the majority of people some form of 
active recreation is better. For the 
person who works under the direction 
of some one else, recreation should 
be active. “The crime of this age is 
the waste of leisure time.” Swim¬ 
ming, tennis, golf, baseball, and boat¬ 
ing are ideal active sports. 

I’ntrouted Diphtheria 
Throughout the country an increase 
in the number of cases of diphtheria 
is observed. Also many of these are 
fatal. Early use of antitoxin in large 
doses and rest during convalescence 
are necessary. Absence of these 
fundamental elements in the treat¬ 
ment causes many deaths. This is 
especially true in the practice of those 
who consider diphtheria due to an 
error of diet or thought. Three little 
children in San Jose died of this error 
last week. It is about time that non¬ 
medical practitioners classified diph¬ 
theria with surgical injuries as the 
proper sphere for a doctor. 


CANNING STRING BEANS, 


Inside the great brass statue of Moloch a roaring fire was built 
on holy days. 

And into the seething arms of the pitiless god mothers hurled 
their screaming infants.

Plenty of string beans in jars in the 
store closet means that the basis for 
innumerable salads and vegetable side 
dishes is at the housekeeper’s com¬ 
mand all during the winter months, 
so when this vegetable is at its best 
in the garden or on the market the 
wise woman cans enough for use 
when it is out of season. 

Select small, tender wax or green 
toeans for canning purposes. Beans 
which have grown within the pod to 
any size are difficult to can, and the 
resulting product is not as satisfac¬ 
tory as one from younger beans. The 
sooner the beans are in the jar after 
picking the better the flavor and the 
more certain they are to keep. Wash, 
string, and cut off the ends of the 
beans. Whole beans may be canned 
or they may be cut in short lengths. 
Those cut diagonally are attractive in 


Cover beans with a hot brine made 
•from 4 level tablespoonfuls of salt to 
4 quarts of boiling water. Put on top 
which has been boiled 15 minutes. 
With glass-top .'ars put one wire bail 
in position. Make screw tops about 
half tight. Processing beans under 
steam pressure is recommended. 
Quart jars should be processed 45 
minutes under pressure of 10 pounds. 
With a hot-water canner or with a 
home-made canner made out of a 
wash boiler or lard can process the 
jars three hours if the one-period pro-

Whooping Cough Prevalent

alence of whooping cough come to the 
Slate Board of Health from many 
sources, although the reports received 
from health officers do not show any 
very great increase. It is important 
that cases of whooping cough be re¬ 
ported, as required by law, and health 
officers should take steps to secure 
such reports from physicians who may 
be delatory in the matter. All chil¬ 
dren, but especially very young chil¬ 
dren, should be protected against this 
disease. Most deaths from whooping 
cough occur during the first year of 
lif3. Because of the fact that the 
disease may be communicated during

A HISTORY 


'The first political meeting in South 
San Francisco was held in the month 
of October, 1892. The Republican 
■county central committee had secured 
the use of the Central Hotel building 
and the first floor was packed to the 
doors. The speaker of t he evening 
was Hon. Jas. T. O’Keefe of Menlo 
Park, Republican nominee for assem¬ 
blyman, who spoke, not so much for 
himself, as for' the Republican party 
and for its candidates, from president 
down to township constable. It was a 
rousing good stump speech, a real 
vote-getting talk, and the entire audi¬ 
ence responded to the many telling 
points made by the speaker. 

One of the front benches was occu¬ 
pied by the late H. L. Kofoed and his 
wife, both ardent Republicans, and on 
that particular occasion they wqre 
the lehders, starting storms of ap¬ 
plause, which shook the building. 
Jimmy O'Keefe carried the crowd that 
evening as he carried the town at the 
November election. He represented 
San Mateo county in the succeeding 
state assembly. 

The year of 1892 saw the beginning 
of organized social, civil, and political 
life in South San, Francisco; with a 
postoffice, a public school, a news¬ 
paper, a board of trade, a fire com¬ 
pany, occasional social gatherings, a 
court of justice, and a jail. 

That original jail stands today 
where it was originally constructed. 
It was built by William Rehberg and 
H. M. Jones. Mike Foley claims the 
credit of being the first occupant. 
Mike says Jones enticed him to enter 
and inspect the new lockup, and when 
they had reached the rear room Jones 
slipped out and turned the bolt. Mike, 
locked in, realized it was in reality a 
lockup. At the end of a half hour 
Mike obtained release only upon his 
solemn promise to “set ’em up for the 
boys." 


In the course of time, however, the 
old “jug” held many a sure enough 
prisoner, and holds fearful secrets 
enough, if revealed, to extend this his- i 
tory beyond all bounds. 

The most important event of the 
year 1892 in the life of this city was 
the beginning of its industrial life 
with the opening of the new and 
modern slaughtering and meat pack¬ 
ing plant of the Western Meat Com¬ 
pany. As it was the first unit in this 
city’s splendid industrial system, and 
was at that time the first and only 
plant of its kind on the Pacific Coast, 
a somewhat detailed account of the 
opening day is not out of place in 
these reminiscences. 

The Western Meat Company may 
tie considered—and not improperly 
nor invidiously—as a “by-product" of 
the South San Francisco Land and 
Improvement Company. In fact, the 
Western Meat Company was not in 
existence on opening day, nor for 
more than a year thereafter. For the 
first fifteen months, the cattle and 
meat business at South San Francisco 
was carried on by the Land and Im¬ 
provement Company, under the desig- j 
nation of “The Commercial Depart¬ 
ment” of the South San Francisco 
Land and Improvement Company. To 
be exact, the South San Francisco 
Land and Improvement Company was 
incorporated February 18, 1891, and 
the Western Meat Company on the 
19th day of March, 1894, upon which 
latter date the Land and Improvement 
Company conveyed to the Western 
Meat Company eighty acres of land, i 
the stockyards, the slaughtering and 
meat packing plant, the markets, and 
all the cattle and meat business of the 
Land and Improvement Company. 

A majority of the stock of both 
companies is owned by the multi¬ 
millionaire meat packers of Chicago. 
The control and direction of the par¬ 
ent company, on opening day, was 
held by Gustavus F. Swift and Nelson 
Morris of Chicago, both now deceased, 
and tlie control of both companies is 
today in the hands of their heirs and

opened for business. Robert K. 
Patchell, coming from the big Chicago 
works of Swift & Co., took charge as 
superintendent. Mr. Patchell con- ! 
tinued in charge until 1906, when he l 
resigned to become a prosperousj 
rancher of the Santa Clara valley | 
near Morgan Hill. Mr. Patchell was 
succeeded by the present superintend¬ 
ent, Jesse O. Snyder, so the packing 

! 

plant has changed superintendents 
hut once in the twenty-eight years of 
its existence. 

The killing floor was in charge of j 
Frank McCarthy, a local man. James : 
Brady, a Chicago man, was boss of the 
pens at the plant. Charles Weller was ! 
chief at the stockyards. William Dun- j 
woody, an Omaha man, was the chief: 
machinist. The cattle buyers were 
Sam Aikins, his son. Will Aiklns, and 
Tom Fallon. Botli the Aikins are with 
the Western Meat Company yet and 
Fallon is with the Cattle Loan Com-: 
pany. 

The sheep butchers were Charles 
and Walter Reddy, who came to the 
company from Miller & Lux. Charles 1 
Reddy is at present superintendent for 
Miller & Lux at Butchertown; Walter 
Reddy died some seventeen years ago. 

The cattle butchers were Thomas L. 
Hickey, Frank Green, and Tom 
O'Reilly, and they came to the new 
plant from Swift & Co. of Chicago. 
The first beef slaughtered was a cow. 
killed by Frank Green and dressed by 
Tom Hickey. Among the local cattle 
butchers at the plant on that day were 1 
John Peyton, who Is now a resident of 
Oakland, and A1 Kneirr of the firm of 
Kneirr, Allan & Pyle. A1 Kneirr Is 
now a wealthy stockman of Tulare 
county. 

The pork and meat curing depart- | 
ment was in charge of John Hoyle, an 
Omaha man. 

Charles Waekerman, who came 
from Chicago, was boss of the sau¬ 
sage department. 

The lard, butterine, and fertilizer 
department was in charge of William 
McColm, at present a commission 
merchant in Colorado, and a relative 
of M. F. McColm, now with the West¬ 
ern Meat Company. 

Frank Clawson and Val Dervin 
were at work in the plant on that 
opening day. Dervin is now a resi¬ 
dent of San Francisco and Clawson is 
superintendent of a packing house at 
Fresno. 

William McCuen (deceased- and his 
nephew, Howard Werner, were em¬ 
ployed upon the plant buildings dur¬ 
ing construction and were among the 
workmen oh that first day. Howard 
Werner is still witli the company, the ] 
longest in service of any of its em- j 
ployees.
